Know These 


Influenza 
Symptoms 


By H. N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


HERE are two conditions 

affecting the — respiratory 
tract which are difficult to tell 
apart. These are so-called 
primary alypical or virus 
pneumonia and influenza, 

For example, headache, chills 
and a feeling of ‘sickness occur 
at the onset of these two 
diseases. A cough Js almost 
always present, but while It ts 
usually severe jn atypical pncu- 
monia, It ts seldom distressing 
In intluenza, The patient Is 
more Ilkely to cough up fluid 
materlal In atypical pneumonia 
than he ts tn infftrenza, Other- 
wise, the difference, In the carly 
stages of these discascs, If 
slight. Both of these disorders 
are probably due to an Infectlon 
with a virus. 


Abnormal! Breathing 


Examination of the patient 
atso reveals about the same 
features in the two diseases. 
There is fever, some congestion 
in the nose, and a mild sore 
thront In both disorders. 
Abnormal sounds during, 
breathing, called rales, occur In 
both conditions. -Harsh or rough 
breathing sounds are heard in 
more than two-thirds of the 
patients with atypical pneu- 
monia, and in only about onc- 
tenth of the patients with in- 
fluenza, Slowing down of the 
heart rate is more pronounced 
With the atypical pneumonia. 


X-ray evidence of congestion 
in the lungs is the principal 
feature which .dlstingulshes the 
atypical pneumonia from in- 
fluenza. This congeslion is 
present for from five: fo cigh- 
teen days after the onsct of the 
disease. and gradually clears up 
when the tempsrature drops to 
normal. . 

There are other conditions 
which may closely resemble 
atypical pneumonia. These in- 
clude a disorder known ‘as Q 
fever, os well as pneumonia 
produced by the pneumococ- 
cus germs. Influenza is dis- 
tinguished from ordinary colds 
and sinus infections, by the 
symptoms, ah tat
